It is in fact about 500 square miles, and it has a population of 
about.a lakh and a half. It is deeply to be regretted that though the people 
of that part live near the sea, they are in such unforeseen distress, simply 
for want of drainage. We cannot understand whether this is due to the 
carelessness of the officers of the civilised English Government or whether 
it is the consequence of some serious transgression of God’s law by the 
unfortunate people, It is for Government to decide this, and to remedy the 
evil, Why should:a people, with a Government to look after them, suffer from 
such anxiety and distress?
